bours ; Iwonld be loath tobe thought to boaſt thereof, or to 
thinke the better of it, becauſeit was mine owne; but, to 
omit the ſundry weakneſſes and errours, both of penning 
and printing, through over haſtineſſe, if I ſhould ſay, that 
the ſubjeF matter thercof is of greater concernment, than 
is 1ntagined, and ſuch as hath not publiquely been pro "44 
ded unto any Nation, ſince the diſcovery of the Welt-In- 
dies; it 3s only to provoke all ingenious men, and juch eſ- 
pecially as arein authority to make this Nation happy by 
proſecuting ofgt to the height, wherein T ſhould be very glad 
and ready to have occaſion of continuing my beſt aſſiſtance 
for bringing ofit into ſpeedier pradiſe and perfeFion. 
And becauſe moſt men are beſt prepared to receive adver- 
tiſements at ſuch time, and in ſuch particulars os they are 
ſufſerers 5, it may perhaps be now more ſeaſonable to make 
repetition of a paſſage ont of the ſaid Treatiſe, of En g- 
lands ſafety in Trades increaſe, where 7 thought it my 
duty at that time to give the Parliament this ſea 1ſonable in- 
formation, concerning the danger of the French Nation, 
their then endeavouring, and even beginning to be power- 
full at Sea, in theſe words. v1z. page 1.

If this be true, it will alittle concerne, eſpecially 
all well-willers tro rhe Common-wealth of &xglang, 
whom all Neighbouring States looke vpon with an 
envious malignant afpes, timely to confider,in-what 
poſture and condition, our Trade is, as well within 
our ſelves, as in_ relation to other Countryes, 
' *Tis well knowne, that even till within theſe ten 
eares, our Trade was famous amongſt all knowne 
Nations, apd at the ſame time, our Tips at Sea;. as 
dreadfull towhomſocver became ovr Enemies; but 
as neither our Trade, nor conſequently our ſhipping 
wereimproved, to ore quarter of what they might 
have been; even {o, ſome ather Nations had then ad- 
vantage, afid did ger ground' upon vs, in ſuch man- 
ner; that if but for ſome few yeares longer they con. 
tinue proportionably ro gaine upon us, in Trade, 
Riches, Marriners and Shipping, it will be impoſſi 
ble we ſhould defend our ſelves fromſtheir puiſſances 
andſo much the rather, in that our Trade at preſent, 
as touching exportatiop, is not one fourth pact 
of what it was ten yearesagoe, as will appeare by the 
receipt of Cuſtome. ; | | A 4 
If then we deſire to be Jong free from the;Yaake 
of Forraigre Dominion, and to enjoy that liberty, 
which we bave ſodearely purchaſed, it concerrns us 
ſeriouſly, to inquire into all the wayes and meanes, 
whereby Trade and Navigation may be increaſed 
ahd-mulciplycd unto the utmoſt. - 
The Trade of Exg/azd, may briefly be divided in- 
toIoland and-Maritim. 
Inland: Frade,is that which is driven in every Citie, 
or ftom ogc-Towne or place vato another, within 
the Latid,according to the' increaſe whereof, "both

the whole Nation,in their no ſtations and callings,is 
not only accommodated,and enriched. either ond they 
deale in, or with what they ſtand in needof, but the Maritica 
Trade,is likewiſe therby advanced, by exportion of theover- 
plus of all ſuch commodities as the Inland trade bath pro- 
duced more then are ſufficient for ſervice of the Nation. 

This Inland Trade, is chiefly to beimproved by encrea- 
fing, and continually imploying all manner of Artificers, 
and eſpecially of ManufaQors, not only of our old and new 
Draperies,the produR of our Native Staple, the woll of Eng. 
Land, but even of forraign unwrought materialls, as raw //+, 
cotton wool! grogratp,yarne,Henp Flax,@c. which by pollitick 
ems 4 be ſo mannaged ,as|that though the materials 
come from abroad, yet ſo much cordage,(ilks,linnins, or 0. 
ther ſtuffs,as are required & brought in trom abroad,tor the 
uſe of England, might be made amongſt us, tothe ſctting a 
worke many thouſands more of poore people. 

In order whereuanto, it is neceſſary, either that thoſe -un- 
wrought Materialls be carryed to and fro, upon the 
cheapeſt termes, where theſe People live, that muſt worke 
them vp, into their full manufaQure ; orelſe that the Peo- 
ple ſet up their haditations in ſuch places, where theſe un- 
wrought materialls are to be had cheapeſt; For, 

That which makes any commodity de1rer in one place 
then another, is chiefly the carriage, according tothe neer- 
neſſe, or diſtance from one place where it is made,or grows, 
unto another where it is to be ſpent ; particularly of -vo//, 
it may be obſerved, that great ſtore thereof is brought to 
London to be fold, and the ſame wool! carryed againe into 
the Countrey to and fro, perhaps to different places, tobe 
carded, ſpun, and weaved into Stuffes, and theſe Stuffes 
brought up againe to Loans to be fold, through ſo. often 
ca, riage by land muſt needs come to coſt ſo much dearer:; 
the redreffing whereof, and : hs 
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h | +. . EG. 
throughout the Land, it is neceflary to reduce, as much as 
may be, all tragling Tenements, Villages and Townes, tage- 
ther into ſo many C#tzes, neerer to ons anocher, that there 
may be People enough of each Trade, Calling and Occu- 
pation, for ſupplying one anothers occafions within them- 
ſelves, with whatſoever ſhall be commodious and neceſſary 
both for their own ſuſtentation, and in order to advancing 
the Inland Trade of the Nation, I 

And in regard all parts of the Earth, doe not produce all 
fruits alike, neither in plentifnllnes, nor goodneffe, it is ne- 
ceſfary theſe Cities ſhould be ſciruated, neere unto Navi- 
gable Rivers, or where artificiall ditches may be made, for 
conveying all things to and froby water, from one. Citie 
to another 2 though this be 2 great worke and of great 
charge, fince it is feaſcable, it muſt be done, otherwiſe, ſuch 
Nations, who in this reſpe& either bave got the ſtart of us 
already,or ſhall begin to practiſe it before us, will have 
ſuch advantage of us, as that weee muſt neceſſarily become 
fabſcrvient to them, and continue at their mercy. 

Another way for increaſing Toland Trade, is to make 
all materialls, not "only Sbeeps wool}, but filkr, bempe, flax, 
Goates-hajre, Cotten-wooll and the like, free from Exciſe, Cu: 
ſomes, and all manner of Taxes, whereby the Peeple of 
this Land may be enabled, to worke them up into their full 
ManufaQures, and vent them abroad as cheape as other + 
Nations, 

And becauſe Neighbouring Nations have not only 
through our want of fore-fighr, bereft as of ur peculiar 
prerogative, of furniſhing all Forraigne parts with /yor 
Ordnance, gained the grand fiſhing imployment fram us, 
- made new diſcoveries of Te: and Lead Mines, in prejudice 
of ors ; but for theſe twenty yeares together have been 
iealing away our wollen ManufaQure, which through con- 
tizuanceof this warre, and rot of Sheepy, are reduced toa.

bout ; of what they were, it is more then neceſlary. 
Firſt, That there ſhould be a ſevere prohibition againſt 
killing ſheepe for ſome few yeares, that may in ſome meas 
ſure recover our ſtock of wwHagaine, And 
Secondly, there is as great a neceffity of engrofling, all or 
the] greateſt part of the weolk of Ireland, Scotland, and 
Spasne, into our owne hands, for ſome few yeates together, 
before theſe Nations be aware thereof, as the only courſe 


. for getting our native workmen home againe; and hinde- 


ring the progrefle, and eſtabliſhing theſe manufaRures in 
other Countryes;z and if moneyes ſhall be wanting to 
compaſſe ſo great awork, the Propounder hereof, willun- 
dertake to diſcover how it may be furniſhed. 

The other branch of Trade called Haritim, confifts in 
exportation of our native commodities, importation, and 
tranſportation of Forraign. 

The advantage to be made of MHaritim Trade, is topro« 
cure the exporting of as great a quantity of native commo-. 
dities as poſſible, whereby ſo many more of our-People 
may be ſet a worke, and finde money for their Wares :And 
as this will be yy or farthered, by ordering matters in 
ſuch manner, as that they may be furniſhed with materialls 
in all parts of the} Land, upon the eafieft termes ; ſo like 
wiſc by fuffering our native Commodities in their full ma- 
nyfaQure, and artifice, to be exported with little or no 
Cuſtoomes or other charges. 

As touching 7mportation, that ought to be rhanaged in 
fuch manner, as that all Forraigne neceflary Commodities, 
as Viaualls of all ſorts, «Ammunition, Pitch, Tar, Timber, 
gbeeps wool!, Goates baere, raw ſilke, Hempe, Flax, and Other un« 
wrought materizlls, might be enconraged to be brought in, 
in greater abundance, and ſuperfluities, as wrought /&es, 
wines, Fruits, and Sugars, (which three laſt we may ſhortly 


be (ufficiently' furniſhed with, from fome of our owne

Plantations) by taking off the grooeſt part-of Cuſlomes 
from the former, and charging it onthe latter. .. , 

And Tranſportation, Iterme the bringing in of forraign 

Commodities, into any part of £ng/an4, to be carryed out 
again into any other Couatry; and this doubtles would be 
muchinlarged if al or moſt part ofthe out-Ports,were made 
free Ports; that is,that whatſoever Forraiga commodities 
were brought into any of the ſaid out-Ports,& the Cuſtoms 
paid;w henſoever they were again extraQed,the ſaid cuſtoms 
ſhould be forthwith returned. to him that. extracted the 
ſaid goods: | 

- By this courſe, ;Eng/and wonld become: a Ware-boufe- or 

Store-beuſe of all manner of Forraigne Commodities, from 

whence, not.only ſrelandand Scotle'd, but even Fr ance, the 

Low Countryes, and nether parts of Germany, Muſeavia, Nor- 

way, Denma: ke, Swedeland, and Daztzick, with all thoſe parts 

adjoyning ( befides /talland Spaine » might moſt commo- 
diovſly be furniſhed, notwithout large imploymentto our | 

ſhippingy-and great benefit to our Matchants. . 

This 1s that Trade whereby our Neighbours, the Hyllans 
 &ers,and Zeatanders, ſo much increaſe-both their Navigati. 
onand their wealth; their owne Territories are ſo ſtraight 
and barren, as would neither feed nor ſer the twentieth min 
2 worke, in which refpe&, they are. necefirated tobe indu- 
irious, and get theinſelves a living, by becommiog Purvey. 
ors toother Nations. | 
; Whereby they have this advantage into'the bargainezthat 
fuch Nations as are thus provided for, by them, of all ne- 
ceffaries,muſt continually live at their mercy;be-contented 
tobe fed with a bit and a knock, and alwayes be forced to 
Aand in arvre of them, leaſt they ſhould picke a quarrrell, 
"and ſet the Dice on them, 'or ſtarve them out-right, before 
they could be relieved from other hands. 

- . Angt.unta the Peeple of our owre Nation , owes re. 

: | own 
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downd another advantage of no ſmall concetnment;inthatr, 
when all the out-Porcs were thus ſtored, with all manner 
of Forraigne Commodities, the Countryes which lye neere 
thoſe-out-Ports, would firſt furniſh themſelves therewith, 
at far cafief rates, than now they can from Londox, in regard 
ot the charge ot bringing them from £2»402, to ſuch reſ- 
peRive' Ports, beſides the loffe of time, for which, [ate- 
xeſt is :likewite reckoned, and charged upon Account 
thercotf. 

Suc if it be obje&cd that this courſe will lefſenthe pre- 
ſent Cuſtomes, and Revenue of the Common-wealth, it is 
anFyered, that alitrle Cuſtome on a great Trade, is equiva. 
lent toa great Cuſtome on a little Trade, beſides the mul- 
tiplying of ſhipping, Marriners, ManufaRors, and eArtifi- 
cers of all ſorts, and lctling the publique Revenue and Trade 
upon a ſure foundation. 

Another way of advancing both our importatioo, and 
tranſportatioo, is by requiring reſtitution of ſuch Planta- 
tions, as the Hoi{anders moſt fubtilly berefr us of, bath ar, 
and.ſince the exerciſing their cruelties upon our Marchants 
at-eAmbeyna, by which ſtratagem of theirs, they bave almoſt 
worried us out of the £2ft 1ndis Trade, which if we apply 
our ſelves to againe, as alſo in the weſt 14«dies, Perſis, 
Chiza, Gutney, we may not only. be enabled to furniſh our 
ſelves. and other Forraigne Nations with all ſorts of their 
Commodities, which wee ſtand in need of, buteven plant 
Colonies there, and imploy as many of our Ships, and Afar- 
reners as WE Cal make; (anvnknown Trade, and therefore 
gainſome) by tranſportation of their Commodities, from 
one Portunto another within thoſe Countryes, whereby we 
ſhall notonly advance great ſummes of moaeyes yearely 
for fraight thereof, but make diſcovery both of their weak- 
neſſes and neceffities, as well as of their ſtrength and riches, 
to bee much more improved upon all occafioas unto-our 
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And laſtofall,or moſt ofall, the grand fiſhing-imploy. 
ment, that which is predominant over all others, as having 
init ſelte, a capacity of drawing all other Trades afterie, 
not only ſerving as a Nurſerie for breeding Haerronere 
and compleatly Viaualling us for three dayes a weeke, bur 
alfo ſupplying us, with fuch ſtore of all ſorts of fiſh, tobe 
tranſporred toother Nations, as may bring us home in re. 
turnes, Commodities of all ſorts, more then were need- 
full, both for our owne occaſions, and ſupplying ofour 
Neighbours. eh 


- This fiſhing imployment, is of greater concernment 
and benefit unto the Hollanders and Zealanders at preſent, 
than all the Trade of Exglavd ever was to ns, in its moft 
flouriſhing condition, which ifrhey ſtill goe on enjoying 
to themſelves, they will dayly get ſo much more advantage 
over us; forthis fiſh, which coſts them nothing bur a liecle 
toyle, except Nets tocatch them with; beſides all things 
elſe, they purchaſe Has, Timber, Pitch, Tar, (ordage, and- 
all other materialls, although they have none of theny of 
their owne growth, they can build ſhipping cheaper, and in 
reater quantity, than we can doe, which is worth the ta, 
ing notice of in time. 


By reaſon of our ſcituation,we have the advantage of them 
for ſetting upon this fiſhing worke; we have the Frye 
come home to our very doores in ſhoales, even all alon 
the Northerne and Wefterne Coaſts, whereas others mn 
make a journey to ſeeke them out, which imports expence 
of time and Charges. 


- Andifformerly the plenty of fleſh-meate 'made us neg- 
le& ſuch oppor tunitics, the ſcarcity and deareneſſe there. 
| of at preſent, ſhonld fo much the more move us toem- 
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brace it, and the Parliafnent out of puge neceffity engage us 
to it, b eajoyatpges to forbeare all manner of fleſh-meats 
three dayes a We e. 


Now as Government and Order is neceſſary in all Af- 
faires ; ſo that there might begood order and rule obfer- 
vedin trading, it hath been rhought requiſite by our Ance- 
Kors, to reduce almoſt all Traders into ſo many ſeveral 
Companyes, according to the reſpeRive places they tras 
ded to; but whereas this courſe was intended for multiply- 
ing andadvancing Trade, for inhauncing the price of our 
native Commodities, and bringing downe thatof Forraign, 
it is now become the great obſtruQion, through the private 
intereſts andover ſwaying of particular men ; I wiſh there« 
fore that both the ſettring open and at liberty all Trade free 
aliket o all men,and the incloſing of it by Charters and Cor- 
porations, may be ſeriouſly debated and agreed on, that it 
way neither be quite ruined, for want of good Govern- 
ment, nor yet obſtruQed, no leſſe then tf monopolized, by 
colour of a Corporation. 


And for Conclufiongowhat I have (aid, I will only add 
this, that unlefſe an Abe fpeedily paſſed againſt cuttin 
 downe Timber or wood, whether for firing or building © 
Ships or Houſes, ſave in ſuch places as Sea-Coales cannor 
be had for firing ; and withall for putting all former Sta- 
eutes in execution, for ſecuring us unto all generations, 
with continual ſupplies of Timber for ſhipping, and that in 
the meane time, whileſt theyare to be had, we may be for- 
ced upon fetching all Maſts and Timber from abroad, free 
ofall Cuſtome, and all manner of charges, as the Hollandeys 
have done continually ; our Navigation firſt or laſt muſt 
neceſſarily be endapgered through the exceſſive deareneſſe
